THE chief objects ot tlie Society are to promote the Arts, Manufactures, and 
Commerce of this Kingdom, by giving honQrary or pecuniary Rewards, as 
seem to them best adapted to the case, for all <uch useful Inventions, Discoveries, 
and Improvements, (though not mentioned in this book) as tend to tliart p'urpoiie; 
and, in pursuance of this plan, the Society have already expended many Thou- 
sand Pounds, advanced by voluntary subscriptions of their members, and lega- 
cies bequeathed. 

Tlie Kei;lster of the Premiums and Bounties they have given, which may be 
seen at ihe Society's House in the Adelpfti, will show the very great advanlagec 
whicii the Public have derived from this Institution. 

The meetings of the Society are held every Wednesday, at seven o'clock in 
the evening, from the fourth Wednesdai/ in October to the first K'ednesdaif in Jwte. 
The seveial Committees meet on other evenings in the week during the session, 
as Darlicularly mentioned in their printed book of Rules and Orders. 

In order still farther to promote the laudable views of the Society, it may be 
necessary to explain the mode bv which members are elected. 

Each member has the privilege, at the meetings of the Society, or by letter to 
the Secretary, to propose anv person who is desirous to become a member, pro- 
vided the proposal contains t!ie name, with the full addition, and place of abode, 
of the proposed member, and is signed by three members of the Societv. 

Peers of the Realm or Lords of Parliament are, on their being proposed, im* 
mediately balloited tor ; the names of other persons proposed to become mem< 
bers are to be delivered to the Secretary, read at the next meeting of the Society, 
and then inserted in lists which are hung up in the Society's room : they afe bal- 
lotted tinrat tlie second following ordinary meeting. In both cases, if two-thirds 
of the members iheii voting ballot in their favour, they are deemed perpetual 
members, upon payment of not less than Twenty Guineas in one sum, or subscrib- 
ing members, upon payment of any sum not less than Two Guineas annually. 

Ad members are entitled to vote and assist in all the business of the SociETT 
and the several Committees. Tlic members have also the privilege of recommend^ 
ing two persons as Auditors at the meetings of the Society, and by addressing a 
note to the housekeeper, of introducing their friends to examine the various 
Models, Machines, and Productions, in ditferent branches of Arts, Manufactures, 
and Commerce, for wliich rewards have been bestowed ; also to inspect the 
magnificent series of moral and historical Paintings, executed by the late J. Barrt, 
Esq. which, with some valuable Busts, Statues, &c. decorate the Great Roomt 

Members have the use of the Society's Library, which is valuable, and annu- 
ally increasing, from donations of scientific and' useful books and engravings. 
The Society are highly sensible of the great importance of such acquisitions, and 
are happy to record them, with^the names of the donors, in the Volume annually 
published of the Society's Transactions, to which the members are entitled. 

Ladies are eligible, as members of the Society, to all the privileges thereof, 
and are alone entitled to vote by proxy at elections, through the meaium of any 
gentleman who is a member, on his producing a written authority tor the same.

Article 1. Acorns. 

■pOR bavin; set, behvecn the first of Oc- 
^ tober, 1805, and the first of April, 1806, 
tlie gieatest quantity of lajid, not less tlian 
ten acrcii, with acoms, with or without seeds, 
cuttings, or plavts of otlier trees, at tlic op- 
tion of the candidate ; and for effectually 
fencing and preserving the same, in order to 
raise timber ; the gold medal. 

2. For the«scoond greatest quantity of 
land, not less than five acres, set agreeably 
to the above conditions ; the silver medal. 

Certificates of setting agreeably to the 
above eonditions, and that there are not 
fewer than three hundred young oaks on each 
acre, to be delivered to the Society on or 
before the first Tuesday in December, 1807. 

3. Raising Oaks. " To the person who 
shall have raised, since the year 180:J, the 
greatest number of oaks, not fewer than five 
tliousand, eitlier from yonng plants or acori i«, 
in order to secnre a succession of oak timber 
in this kingdom ; the gold medal. 

4. For the next greatest number, notfcwer 
tlian three thousand ; the silver medal. 

Certificates that there were on the land, nt 
least the number of young oak-trees reqiiii- 
«!', in a thriving condition, two years after 
the planting, with an account of the methods 
pnrsued in making and managing the planta- 
tion, to be produced to the Society on or be- 
fore, the first Tuesday in January, 1008. 

5. Ascertaining the best Method of 
KAisiNG Oaks. To the person who shall as- 
certain in the best manner, by actual expe- 
riments, the comparative merits of the dif- 
ferent modes of raising oaks tor timber, ci- 
ther from acorns set on land properly dug or 
tilled, from acorns set by the spade or dib- 
ble, without digging or tillage, either on a 
tmooth surface, or among bushes, fern, or 
otlier cover ; or from young plants, previous- 
ly raise*! in nurseries, and transplanted ; re- 
(pird being had to the expense, growth, and 
other respective advantages of the several 
methods ; the gold medal. 

The accounts, and proper certificates, that 
BOt'less than one acre has been cultivated in

6. Chesnuts. For having sown or set, 
between the first of October, 1805, and the 
first of April, 1806, the greatest quantity of 
land, not less than six acres, with Spanish 
chesnuts, with or without seeds, cuttings, or 
plants of otlier trees, adapted to such soil, 
at the option of the candidate j and for ef- 
fectually fencing and preserving the same, 
iu order to raise timber; the gold medal. 



7. For the second greatest quantity, aot 
less than four acres ; the silver medal. 

Certificates of mowing or setting, agreeably 
to the above conditions, and tliat ttiere are; 
not fewer than three hundred ciiesnut plants, 
in a thriving state, on each acre, to be deli- 
vered to the Society on or before the first 
Tuesday in January, 1808. 

8. Elm. For having planted the greatest 
number of the English elm, not less tlian 
eight thousand, between the twenty-fourth 
of June, 1805, and tlie twenty-fourth of 
June, 180G ; and for having effectually fenced 
and preserved the same in order to raise tim- 
ber ; the gold medal. 

9. For the second greatest number* not 
less than five thousand ; the silver medal. 

Certificates of having planted agreeably to 
the above conditions, that the plants were in 
a healthy and thriving state two years at 
least after making the 'plantation, and speci- 
fying the distance of tlie plants, to be deli« 
veied to the Society on or before tlie first 
Tuesday in April, 1808. 

10. Larch. For having planted out, be- 
tween the twenty-fourth of June,. 1804, and 
tlie twenty-fourth of June, 1 805, the great- 
est number of larch-trees, not fewer than 
five thousand, and for having effectually 
fenced and preserved the same, in order to 
raise timber ; the gold medal. 

11. For tlie next greatest number, not 
fewer than three thousand ; the silver medal. 

Certificates of the number of plants, that 
they were in a healthy and thriving state two 
years at least after they were planted out, 
with a general account of the metliods used 
in making the plantation, to be delivered to 
the Society on or before the last Tuesday in 
December, 1807'. 

N, B. The larch-trees may be planted, 
either mixed with other trees, or by them- 
selves, as may best suit tlie convenience of 
the planter.

delivered to the Society on or before the last 
Tuesday in December, 1807. 

N. B. It is the intention of the Society, that 
tuck lands only as are not calcuMedfor the 
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furposea of Husbandry, should be employed 
for the purposes specified in these advertise- 
ments. 

14. FonEST-TREEs. To»tlie person wlio 
shall have enclosed and planted, or set, tlie 
greatest niniibcr of acres (not less than ten) 
ol' land, that is incapable of being ploughed, 
such as the bordeis: of rivers, the sides of 
precipices, and any land that has too many 
rocks, or that is not calculated to repay the 
expense of tillage, owing to the surface be- 
ing too hilly, mountainous, or otherwise

l.i. For the second greatest (juaatity of 
land, not less than seven acres ; the silver 
medal. 

A particular «avi//»( of the nicthotls used 
in making and maua iuii ttie plantations, the 
nature of the soil, t!u' prGbal)le number of 
each sort of plants, together with projter 
certificates that the;, were in a healthy and 
thriving state two ye us at least after mak- 
ing the plantation, to be delivered to the 
Society on or before the first Tuesday in De- 
cember, 1807. 

N. li. With the al)ove-forest tiees, the 
cceds, cntlinss, or plants of such other trees 
as are adapted to the soil, and proper for un- 
derwood, may or may not bo intermixed. 

The cwtdiilutes for plantiiiji- (ill kiii(t>! of trees 
are to produce cirtificates that the re^pcctire 
plantations are properly fenced and securcl, 
and particnlarly to state the condition of the 
plants at the time of signing such certificates. 
Any information ichieh the candidates for the 
foregoing p7emiunis may choose to communi- 
cate, relative to the nteiliods made use of in 
forming the plantations, or promoting the 
growth of the sereral trees, or any other ob- 
servations tliat may luicc occurred on the sub- 
ject, trill be thankfully received. 

10. SkCURING Pf.A.STATIONS OFTiMBKIS- 

TREES, ANU Hedge-rows. To tile person 
who shall give to the Society the most satis- 
factory account, founded on experience, of 
the most etfe('tual and least expensive me- 
thod of securing young plautatious of timber- 
trees, and hedgerows, from hares and rab- 
bits, as well as slieep and larger cattle, which 
at the same time shall be least subject to the 
depredations of vvoodstealers ; the silver 
medal. 

The accotmts, and certificates of the effi- 
cacy of the method, to be produced to the 
Society on or before the fifst Tuesday in 
December, 1807. 
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17. Comparative Culture of Wheat, 
broad-cast, drilled, and dxdblei). for 
the best set of experiments, made on not 1^ 
than twelve acres, four of whicli to be sown 
broad-cast, four drilled, and four dibbled, the 
two latter in equidistant rows, in order fully 
to ascertain which is the most advantageous 
mode of cultivating wheat ; the gold medal. 

It is required that every operation and ex- 
pense of each mode of culture be fully de- 
scribed ; and that proper certificates o? tlie 
nature and condition of the land on which 
the experiments were made, together with an 
account of the i)roduce of the corn, the 
weight per bushel, and also of the straw, be 
produced to the Society on or before the 
first Tuesday in February, 1808. 

18. IJeans AND Wheat. To tlie person 
who shall have dibbled or drilled between 
the 1st (-.f December, 1806, and the 1st of 
yipril, 1807, the greatest quantity of land, 
not less than ten acres, with beans, in equi- 
distant rows, and hoed the intervals twice or 
oftener, and shall have sown the same land 
with wlieat in the autumn of the year 1807; 
the gold medal. 

It is required that an account of the sort 
and quantity of b(rans, the time of dibbling 
or drilling, an<l of reaping or mowing them, 
the produce per acre thrashed, the expense 
of dibbling ordiilling, hand or horse hoeing, 
the distance of the rows, and the quality of 
the soil, lOgether with certificates of the 
number of aci es, and that the land was aft 
terwards actually sown with wheat, be pro- 
duced oil or before the second Tuesday in 
IMaich, 1808. 

10. Beans. To tliB pei-son who, in the 
year 1806, shall discover and cultivate, ei- 
ther by the drill or dibbling method, on not 
less than five acres, a species of horse-beans 
or tick-beans, that will ripen their seeds be- 
fore the 21st of August; the silver medal. 

It is required that a particular account of 
the bean, the cultivation, and the expense 
attending it, with proper certificates of tb* 
nature and condition of the land on wbicb 
the experiments were made, together with 
an account of the produce, the weight per 
Winchester bushel, and a sample of not les* 
than u peck, be produced to the .Society on 
or before the first Tuesday in December, 
1807. It is apprehended that, if a bean 
should be brought ioto cultivation with the 
habits of the hotspur, or other eady peas, 
that it would, in a great measure, escape the 
danger arising from the collier-insect, or 
other insects, and allow more time for the 
farmers to till the land for tlie subsequent 
crop of wheat.

21. Buck Wheat. To the person who 
shall cultivate the greatest quantity of land 
with buck wheat, not less than thirty acres;

It is required that the time of sowing and 
reaping he noticed; also a particular account 
of tlie species, cultivation, and expense at- 
tending it, the manner of reaping it, thrash-

— Meadow fox-tail (alopeciirus 
pratensis), sweet-scented vernal grass (an- 
thoxanthumodoratum), Timothy grass, (phle- 
Vm pratense), meadow fescue grass (festuca 
pratensis), smooth-stalked meadow grass (poa 
aretensis), rongb-stalked meadow gi-ass (poa 
frivialis) ; the silver medal. 

It is required that certificates from persons 
vtho have viewed them in a proper state, to 
identify that they are one or other of the 
•eeds above mentioned, indicating clearly 
the^ particular species, and noticing the quan- 
tity produced of such seeds, free from weeds 
er mixture of other grasses, together with 
proper samples of the seeds, be produced 
to uje Society on or before the first day of 
February, 1808. 

24. Preserving Turnips. To the per- 
son who shall discover to tlie Society the best 
and cheapest method of. preserving turnips 
perfectly sound, and in every respect fit for 
the purpose of supporting and fattening 
sheep and neat cattle, during the mouths of 



Febmary, March, and April ; the gold me- 
dal. 

It is required that a full and accurate ac- 
count of the method employed, and the ex- 
pense attending the process, togetlier with 
certificates that tlie produce of four acres at 
the least have been preserved according to 
the method described, and applied to the 
fcediuf} of sheep and neat cattle ; that the 
whole were drawn out of the ground beforo 
the first day of Febmary, in order to clear 
the greater part of it previous to iis being 
prepared for corn, and to save the soil from 
being exhausted by the turnips ; and also of 
the weight of an average sixteen perches of 
the crop ; be produced to the Society pn 
or before tlie first Tuesday in December, 

i8or. 

2,1. For the next i:i quantity and inerit, 
on not less than two acres ; the silver medal. 

2(). PUBSERVINO CABB4GES. To the 

person who sliall discover to the Society the 
best and cheapest method of preserving 
dnini-lieadcd cabbages perfectly sound, and 
in every respect fit for the purpose of sup- 
porting and fattening sheep and neat cattle 
during the months of February, March, and 
April ; the gold medal. 

'27. For the next in quantity and merit, 
on not less than two acres ; the silver medal. 

Conditions the same as for preserving tur- 
nips. Art 21. And the accounts to be pro- 
duced on or before the first Tuesday in De- 
cember, 1807. 

28. Preserving Carrots, Parsnips, 
OR Beets. To the pei-son who shall disco- 
ver to the Society the best and cheapest me- 
thod of preserving carrots, parsnips, or 
beets, perfectly sound, and in every respect 
fit for the purpose of supporting hoi'ses, and 
fattening sheep and neat cattle, during tlie 
months of Febmary, March, and April ; the 
gold medal. 

Conditions the same as for preserving tur- 
nips. Art. 24. And the accounts to be deli- 
vered in on or before the first Tuesday in 
December, 1807. 

29. For the next in quantity and merit, on 
not less than two acres ; the silver raedaU 

30. Preserving Potatoes. To the per- 
son who shall discover to the Society the 
best and cheapest method of preservmg po- 
tatoes, two or more years, perfectly sound, 
without vegetating, and in every other re- 
spect fit for the purpose of sets and the use 
of tlie table, and, consequently of support- 
ing and fattening cattle ; the gold medal, or 
thirty guineas. 

It is required, that a full and accurate ac- 
count of the method employed, and the ex- 
pense attending the process, with certijkates 
that one hundred bushels at the least have 
been preserved according to the method dc- 
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srvibed, aiid diat one or more bushels of the 
same potatoes have been set, and produced 
a crop without any apparent diminution of 
their vegetative power, and also that they 
have been used at table, with entire satisfac- 
tion to the person who eat of them, together 
with a sample of one bushel, be sent to the 
Society ou or before the fust Tuesday in 
December, 1807. 

31. For the next j^reatest quantity, not Iqss 
tlian tifty bushels ; tiie silver medal. 

32. Making Mkadow-Hay in wet 
Weather. To the pereon who shall dis- 
cover to the Society the best and cheapest 
method, superior to any hitherto practised, 
of makin'i meadow-hay in wet weather; the 
gold medul. 

A full account of the method employed, 
and of the expense attendins; the process, 
with not less than fifty -six pounds of the hay ; 
and cerlificates that at least the produce of 
nix acres of land has been made accordins; 
to the method described, and tliat the whole 
is of equal quality with the sample; to be 
produced on or before the tirst Tuesday in 
January, 1808. 

33. Harvesting Corn in wkt Wea- 
ther, To the person who shall discover to 
the Society the best and cheapest method, 
superior to any hitherto practised, of harvest- 
ing com in wet weather ; the gold medal. 

A full account of the method employed, 
and of the expense attending the process, 
with not less than two sheaves of the corn, 
and certificates that at least tlie produce of 
ten acres has been harvested according to 
the method described, and that the whole is 
of equal quality with the samples, to be 
produced on or before the firet Tuesday in 
January, 1808. 

34. Gaining Land from the Sea. To 
the person who shall produce to the Society 
an account, verified by actual experiment, 
of his having gained the greatest quantity of 
land from tiie sea, not less than fifty acres, 
on tlie roast of Great Britain or Ireland ; tlie 
gold medul. 

Certificates of tJie quantity of land, and . 
that*he experiment* were begun after the 
first of Jviuuary, 1801, to be produced to 
the Society on nr before the last Tuesday 
in November, 1807.

Certificates of the number of acres, of fhs 
quality of the land so improved, with a full 
account of every operation and expense at- 
tending such improvement, the state it b in 
as to the proportion of grass to arable, and 
tlie average value thereof, to be produced 
on or before the first Tuesday in February^ 
1808. 

33. Manures. For the most satisfactory 
set of experiments, to ascertain the compara- 
tive advantages of the following maniu-ea^ 
used as top-dressings on gi-ass and com land,^ 
viz. soot, coal-ashes, wood-ashes, lime, gyp^ 
sum. night soil, or any other fit artiste ; the 
gohl medal. It is required that the abova 
experiments be made between two or more 
of the above-mentioned manures, and that 
NO less than two acres of land be dressed 
with ench manure. ' 

All account of the nature of the soil, quan- 
tity, and expense of the manure and crops, 
with cntificalcs, to be produced on or be- 
fore the last Tuesday in February, 1808. 

39. Raising Water for the Irriga- 
tion OF Land. To tlie person who shall 
iliscover to the Society the cheapest and 
most effectual metliod of rai»ng water in 
quantities sufficient to be beneficially em- 
ployed for the purpose of inigating land, so- 
perior to, and cheaper than any otiier me- 
thod now in use ; the gold medal, or fifty 
guineas. 

A model, on a scale of one inch to • 
foot, with certificates that a machine at 
large, on tlie same construction, has been 
used, specifying the quantity of water deli- 
vered in gallons per hour, and tlie height to 
which it was raised, to be produced to the 
Society on or before the first of March, 
1808. 

40. Paring Plough. To th^ penon 
who shall invent and produce to the Society, 
a machine or plough for the purpose of 
paring land preparatory to buming, superior 
to any hitherto, known, or in use for such 
purpose, and. to be worked by not more tibfatt 
OUK man and two horses ; the silver medal, 
or twenty guineas. 

The machine, and certificates that at least 
three acres have been pared by it in a pro- 
per manner, to be produced to the Society 
on or before the first of January, 1808. 

41. Machine for Dibbling Whkat, 
To the person who shall invent a machuH^ 
superior to any hitherto known or in use, to 
answer the purpose of dibbling whea^ by 
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which the holes for reccpviiif; the grain may 
be made at equal distances and proper 
deptlis ; tlie silver medal and ten guineas. 

The machine, with certificates that at least 
three acres liave been dibbled by it, to be 
produced to tlie Society ou or before tlie se- 
cond Tuesday in January, 1B08. 

42. Machine for Reaping cr Mow- 
ing Corn. For inventing a machine to an- 
swer the pm-pose of mowing or reaping 
wheat, rye, barley, oats, or beans, by which 
it may be done more expeditiously and 
cheaper than by any method now practised, 
provided it does not shed the corn or pulse 
more than the methods in common practice, 
and that it lays the straw in such a manner 
that it may be easily gathered up for bind- 
ing; the gold medal. 

The machine, with ceriificaUs that at 
least three acres have been cut by it, to 
l>e produced to the Society on or before 
tiie second Tuesday in Ueccmber, 1807. 
Simplicity and cheapness in the constnic- 
tion of tliis and the preceding machine, 
will be considered as principal parts of their 
merit. 

43. Thrashing Maciiink. To the per- 
son who shall invent a machine by which 
com of all sorts may be thrashed more expe- 
ditiously, effectually, and at a less expense, 
.tlian by any method now in use ; the gold 
medal.

CONDITIONS 
FOR THE POLITE ARTS. 

AU the claims ander this class ai-e to b« 
produced to the Society on or before tlie last 
Tuesday in February, 318O8 ; and no other ar- 
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tides in the class of Polite Arts to be ad- 
mitted into the Society with a view to boun- 
ties after the last Tuesday in March. 

No person who has gained the tirst pre- 
mium in any class shall be admitted a candi- 
date in a class of an inferior age ; and uo 
candidate shall receive more than one pre- 
mium in one year. 

No person shall be admitted a candidate 
in any class, wiio has already obtained the 
first premium in that class. 

No more than one performance in any 
class shall be received from the same candi- 
date. 

All performances (to which premiums or 
bounties are adjudged) shall remain with the 
Society till after the first Wednesday in June, 
when they will be re-delivered, luilcss men- 
tioned in the Premiums to the conti-ary. 

No performance shall be admitted, that 
has obtained a premium, reward, or gratifi- 
cation, from any other society, or academy, 
or been offered for that purpose. 

All performances that obtain premiums in 
the Polite Arts must have been begun after 
the pubUcation of such premiums, except 
line engravings. 

It is required, that the matters for which 
premiums are offered, be delivered in with- 
out names, or any intimation to whom they 
belong; that each particular thing be marked 
in what maimer each claimant thinks fit, such 
claimant sending with it a paper sealed up, 
having on the outside a corresponding mark, 
and on the inside tlie claimant's name, resi- 
dence, and age ; which paper is not to be 
opened nnless the candidate be successful, 
or by a special vote of the Society. 

To encourage real merit, and prevent at- 
tempts to impose on the Society, by pro- 
ducing drawings made or retouched by any 
otlier person than the candidate, tlie Society 
require a specimen of the abilities of each 
successful candidate, under the inspection of 
the Committee of Polite Arts, in every in- 
stance where such proof may appear peces- 
sary. 

All candidates in the Polite Arts are re- 
quired to signify, on their drawings, whether 
the performances are originals or copies; 
and if copies, whence tliey were taken.

117. Cloth from Hop-Stai,ks, &c. To 
the person who shall produce to the Society 
the greatest quantity, not less than 30 yards 
of cloth, at least 27 inches wide, made in 
Great Britain or Ireland, of hop-stalks Or

bines, or other raw vegetable substances, tlie 
produce of Great Britain or Ireland, supe- 
rior to any hitherto manufactured from such 
substances, and wiiich can be generally af- 
forded as cheap as cloth of equal quality and 
appearance now made from hemp, flax, or 
QOtton, and nmch finer in quaUfy than any 
hitherto manufactured in lingland from hop- 
stalks, &c. tlie gold medal, or thuty gui- 
neas. 

One pound of the tliread of which the 
cloth is made, and thirty yards of the cloth, 
together with proper certificates that the 
whole is manufactured from hop-stalks or 
bines, &e. to be produced lo the Society on 
or before the first Tuesday ia December, 
1807. 

y. B. The Society is already in the pos- 
session of cloth made in Kugland from hop- 
stalks or bines, which may be inspected by 
application to the Housekeeper. 

118. Hogs' Bristlks. 'J'o the person 
wlio shall prepare the greatest quantity of 
bristles, from swine bred in the united king- 
doms, equal in quality to liiose imported from 
Russia or Prussia, and at as cheap a rate ; 
the silver medal, or fifteen guineas. 

Certificates, that not less than one hundred 
weight have been so prepare<l, and a sample 
of not less than fourteen pounds of such 
bristles, to be produced to the Society on or 
before the last Tuesday in February, 1808. 

119. Wicks fou Canolks or Lamps. 
To the person who shall discover to the So- 
ciety a method of manufacturing hop-stalks 
or bines, or any other cheap material, the 
growth of Great Britain, so as to render 
them equally fit for the purpose of supplying 
the place of cotton^ for wicks of candles or 
lamps ; twenty guineas. 

Samples, not less than five pounds weight, 
of the wick so prepared, to be produced to 
the Society on or before the last Tuesday in 
December, 1807, with certificates that the 
whole quantity is equal in qua'.itv to the sam- 
ple. 

120. Experiments to ascertain thh 
proper Thickness of Wicks for Can- 
dles. 'I'o the person who shall make known 
to the Society die most satislactory result of 
a series of experiments, actually made by 
him to delcrniine the best thickness of cot- 
ton wicks lor candles, so as to obviate the 
defects of those commonly used ; the silver 
medal, or ten guineas.

as paper of equal quality and appearance now 
made from rags; twenty guineas. 

N. B. The object of the Society being to 
add to the number and qnantity of raw ma- 
terials used in this manufacture, it is th(!ir 
wish to include every useful sort of paper, 
and to introduce such natural prodiicts as can 
be easily and cheai)!y procured in great 
quantities. The Socirty are in possession of 
two volumes containitiii a great variety of 
specimens of paper iiiuile from raw vegetable 
substances, viz. nctiie'i, potatoe-haulm, pop- 
lar, hop-bines, &c. which volumes may be 
inspected by any person on application to the 
Housekeeper. 

Certificates of the making such paper, and 
one ream of tlie paper, to be produc(^d on. 
or before tlie second Tuesday in January, 
1808. 

122. Transparent Paper. To the per- 
son who shall <liscover to the Society a me-. 
thod of making paper from the pulp, that 
shall be perfectly transparent, and of a sub- 
stance and body equal to foolscap, that shall 
take and bear common writing ink with the 
same facility and correctness as writing-paper 
generally in use ; tlie silver medal, or twenty 
guineas. 

Certificates of tlie making such paper, an 
account of the process, and one ream of the 
paper, to be produced on or before the se- 
cond Tuesday in Januai-y, 1808. 

123. Chints Patterns for Calico 
Printers. .For the best original pattern in 
a new taste, of light or dark-ground chintz 
for garment-work, or furniture, fit for the 
purposes of calico-printers, by persons of 
either sex ; the gold medal. The pattern for 
which the premium is adjudged to remain 
the property of the Society. 

124. For the next in merit ; tlie silver me- 
dal, on similar conditions. 

125. Copper-plate Patterns for Ca- 
WCO-Printers. For the best pattern, in a 
new style, fit^ for the purposes of calico- 
printers for garment work, or fonuture ; ttie 
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silver medal. The pattern for which the pre- 
mium is adjudged to remain the property of 
the Society. 

N. B. The patterns to beproduced on or 
before the lait Tuesday in February, 1808. 



PREMItTMS IN MECHANICS. 

12G. GuNPownER-MiLLs. To tlie person 
who, in the year 1807, sliall invent and bring 
to perfection the most effectual method of so. 
conducting the works of gunpowder-mills, in 
the business of making gunpowder, as to pre- 
vent explosion ; the gold medal, or one hun- 
dred guineas. 

Certificates and accounts of the method 
having been put hi practice in one or more 
gHupowder-mills in this kingdom, and that it 
promises, in the opinion of the best judges 
concerned in such works, to answer the pur- 
pose intended, to beproduced to theSociety 
on or before the first Tuesday in Februarv, 
1808. 

N. B. iVs an encouragement to persons to 
turn their thoughts to improvements of this 
nature, if any should be made on the pre- 
sent method of conducting the business of 
gunpowder making, which fall short of tlie 
total prevention of explosion, and tliey 
are sent to the Society for the sake of hu- 
manity, the papers so sent in will receive due 
consideration, and such bounty or reward 
will be bestowed as they may appear to 
merit.

To 
the person who shall discover to the Society 
a more simple, safe, cheap, and expeditious 
method tlian any hitherto known or in use, of 
boring or blasting rocks in mines, sbafb^ 
wells, he; the gold medal, or tliirty gui- 
neas.

As the great object of the Society in rewarding individuals is to draw forth and give cur- 
rency to those inventions and iiiiproveirieiifs, vviiich are likel}' to benefit tlie public at large, 
candidates are requested to observe, that if the means, by wliieh the respective objects are 
effected, do require an expense or trouble too great for (jc/ifrci/ /)«r;;M«s the Society will not 
consider itself as bound to give the offered reaard ; but, though it thus reserves the power 
of giving in all cases such part only of any premium as the performance shall be adjudged 
to deserve, or of withholding the whole if there be no merit, yet the candidates may be 
assured the Society will always judge liberally of their several claims. 

All candidates are to take notice, that no claim for a premium wili be atteudsd to, unless 
the conditions of th« advertisement are fuUy compiled with. 



18 General Conditions. 

All models of tnacbines, vhich obtain premiums or bounties, shall be tha property of the 
Society ; and, where a premium or bounty is given for any machine, a perfect model and 
description thereof shall be g.ven to the Society. 

All the premiums of this Society are designed for Great Britain and Ireland, unless ex- 
pressly mentioned to the contrary. 

The claims shall be determmed as soon as possible after the delivery of the specimens. 
It is expected that all articles for claims or bounties be sent to the gociety, carriage paid> 
No person shall receive any ptemiura, bounty, or encouragement, from the Society, for any 
matter f r which he has obtained, or purposes to obtain, a patent, or for which he has ob- 
tained, or expects any premium or reward from any other Society. 

A candidate for a premium, or a person applying for a bounty, being detected in any dis- 
ingenuous method to impose on the Society, shall forfeit such bounty, and be deemed inca- 
pable of obtaining any for the future. 

No njemberof this Society shall be a candidate for, or entitled to receive, any premium, 
bounty, or reward whatsoever, except the honorary medal of the Society. The candidates 
are, in all cases, expected to furnish a particular account of the subject of their claims ; and 
where certificaies are required to be produced in claimof premiums, they should be expressed, 
"as nearly as possible, in the words of the respective advertisements, and be signed by persons 
»ho have a positive knowledge of the facts stated. 

Where premiums or bounties are obtained in consequence of specimens produced, the So- 
ciety mean to retain such part of those specimens as they may judge necessary, making a 
teasonable allowance for the same. 
. No candidate, not a member, shall be present at any meetings of the Society or commit- 
tees, or admitted at the Society's rooms, after they have delivered in their claims, until such 
claims are adjudged, unless summoned by the Committee. 

The Society, anxious to promote the Arts of their cmnitry, have adopted the resolution of 
forming a Collection of Prints, to be open for public inspection ; and, having arranged those 
already in their possession, invite engravers to send etched or finished proofs of their plates : 
and hope that amateurs, collectors, and publishers of works of art, will also contribute to 
the undertak ng. 

Prints of machines, or maps, will also come within the above arrangement. 
The Society farther invite the communications of scientific and practical men, upon all 
(Objects connected with the views of the Society, although their experiments may have been 
conducted upon a smaller scale than the terms required by the premiums ; as such commu- 
nications may aiford ground for more extensive application, and thus materially contribute 
to the advantage of the public. 

The Library of the Society, which has already become very valuable, may yet receive 
considerable additions and improvements from the presents of members, or other persons 
who may be inclined to place useful books or valuable manuscripts in a repository, at once 
permanent and conducive to the national benefit.
